of drowned at twenty. The collision 
occurred at 12:40 a. m. off Hog Island. 
The Saginaw was bf-und for Phlladel 
phia, from Norfolk 
She carried a 


crew of forty men and twenty pas- 
sengers. The Hamilton carried a full 
crew, and more than one hundred DHS- 
seng«n». Soon after passing the Jers- 
ey coast, the Hamilton ran into a fog 
which lasted an night. It is believed- 


that this fog •»«;= responsible for the 
accident. The Hamilton *»s jolng at 
tnree quarters speed off Hog Island, 
when the passengers weree saddenU 
thrown from their berths, ana In an in- 
stant, all was confusion, and as the 
passengers managed to reach the deck, 
they learned thai there had been a col- 
lision. In the fog could oe seen dimly, 
acrons the hows of the Hamilton, a 
steamer about her own slxe. Those 
on board the steamship were asked if 
they were sinking, and in r*pl> to 
questions answered that their boat 
was a Clyde steamer, and that tim 
name was the Sagtnaw. The Saginxw 
..ad been struck about twenty f**t 
fro mthe stern.

If there is a test case made of it, 


not one of the criminal matters to be 
prosecuted during this term of court 
will attract more attention than the 
effort to convict the half dozen team- 
sters and contractors who were in- 
dicted for hauling extremely heavy 
loads over the pikes during the early 1 
spring. 


It was the determination of tLe com- 


missioners to break up the practice, 
and the various township trustees act- 
ed in harmony with the law, under 
instructions from the county board 


Several arrests were made in the 


country and in a few instances the 
fines were paid to the justice of the 
peace. As to those who were indict- 
ed by the grand jury, they waived ex- 
amination 
and 
determined 
at 


that time to fight the case through the 
courts. There was sufficient evidence 
before the grand jury to hold the of- 
fenders, it being shown that 
the 


wagons were weighted at Beaver Dam, 
and all were carrying from one to two 
thousand pounds more than the law 
permits with a three inch tire wheel. 


Other counties have caused whole- 


sale arrests, and a Lima contractor 
was arrested and fined at Piqua for 
going beyond the limit. It is perhaps 
a question as to whether both 
the 


teamsters and the men who employed 
them can be hold equally guilty, but 
the indictments included all that there 
would be on assurance of getting the 
guilty parties 


It is only necesBarv to drive over 


some of the roa>is which have been 
thus abused, to note the damage- done, 
and it it were not for the law in ques- 
tion there would be no limit to the re- 
pairs which the county would ha\e to 
make every year.
